adults, and a Home Management Group for

Set up to meet every Wednesday night, 
one end result of Community Services will be 
to bring the community together once a week, 
lor pleasant, constructive fellowship All the 
other practical advantages aside, this one fac- 
tor. if enthusiasm for the program continue', 
could have long-range effects on Buckhorn in 
that the human resources of the community 
will have been collected and mobilized, thereby 
enabling it to deal with more fundamental 
problems of that whole end of Ferry County 

By well-organized, entnusiastic community 
effort. Buckhorn is already causing ripples in 
the dead, still waters of complacence that for 
too lonj has characterized this whole county 
A community garbage dump has recently been 
established near the town, and a system ol 
house-to-house garbage collection has been in- 
augurated Last Friday a meeting in Buckhorn, 
called by Buckhorn leaders, drew some 70 peo- 
ple. including a host of public official' from 
several counties, to push improvements of the 
Buckhorn-Oneida road And the Community 
Services project has involved the majority of 
local citizens, from children in the first grade 
ta their retired graoihia-ents 
But perhaps the brightest aspect of an arous- 
ed Buckhorn is that it is all occuring entirely 
throu h local initiative Ruckhorn’s example is 
one that other Ferry County communities need 
to pay close attention to

We would like to see 
Industry come to Hazard. I know that many people of Ferry 
County depend co the coal industry for a living, and this in- 
dustry ha' been on the decrease In the past few years Many 
* f our citizens have had to move out of our region to seek 
employment elsewhere 

A verv few of us have turned to other trades My self, 
my trade calls for me to pay a city tax of 125 per year, plus 
$.1 50 ner truck This 1 feel is unjust and unfair to me .is well 
as to the merchants of Hazard No I. w hen in business you 
can not spend money without some kind of return No 2. I am 
to pay fer the privilege of earning a living ta support my 
family, hut of course everyone else with my trade does. 

If I iv rked 12 months a year in Hazard, had a shop on 
Mam Street, had the protection of the police 24 hours a day 
and the fire department all for $28 50. this would be a bargain, 
hut I don t own a shep within the city limit* I only work in 
the City of Hazard 6 to 7 months each vear For this, I would 
pay $28 50 

Now the City demands that 1 pay $28 50 plus 10 per cent 
for the right to work 6 or 7 month* when every one else pavs 
only $28 50 far 12 months This is unfair and unjust This is 
like saying we don’t need industry, we don’t want more jobs 

I kn w this region needs to produce mere jobs, and nnre 
industry S me times I wonder if we really need help for the 
people of Hazard. Ferry Ccunty and our region. Ot do we 
need VOTES to elect help far the one* that need jobs.

The Right To Vote 



President Johnson’s speech on civil rights 
Monday night was notable in two main aspects 
it was utterly uncompromising in principal, and 
it was based upon hard, political wisdom. 

The speech avoided side-issues, such as 
public accomodation* for Negroes in hotels and 
restaurants, and went straight to ibe most 
crucial point That Negroes in the south are 
intentionally and systematically denied their 
v ding rights. 

The President said: "Many of the issues 
f civil rights are complex md difficult. But 
abrut this therp can be no argument Every 
American citizen must have an equal right to 
> te There is no reason which can excuse 
the dcilal of that right There 1* no duty 
which weighs more heavily on us than the 
duty to insure that right " 

The President’s speech was perhaps the 
most emphatic and unequivacal call for equal 
rights for Negroes ki America made 
by any president si*nce Abraham Lincoln It 
und ubtedly will provide the impetus for swift 
Go lgressional action on a voting rights bill 
that will remove arbitrary restrictions now 
ernfronting Negroes wishing to vote in several 
s.uthern states. 

Well, that’s not quite right either. It was 
the dramatic events in Selma. Alabama last 
week that provided the real force that is going 
t' r pel a voting rights bill through Congress 
The President’s speech only refined that force, 
gave it the weight and dignity of the highest 
office in the Vand. 

That such a bill is needed cannot he 
denied by any American who loves America. 
Whatever one’s opinion of la*t year’s Civil 
Bights Act. with its controversial public ac. 
rommndations section, no true American can 
deny that nil our citizens of voting age should 
have the right to vote. 

These who would deny Negroes this right 
will, naturally, cry that our principal of 
"state's rights" is being violated by a power- 
hungry federal government The irony of this 
phony complaint is that the state’s rightists 
are their own worst enemies .Selma’s Sheriff 
Clurk and Governor Wallace have done more 
damage to the state's rights theory in the last 
four weeks than the federal government has 
dme in ten years. Their beligerence toward 
Negroes has mobilized more public sympathy 
for N*»groes than the NAACP has been able to 
d ’ in 2ft years. Men like Sheriff Cbrk, Cover, 
nor Wallace and the troopers who beat Negro 
men and women are, in a very real sense, the 
r» *t effective "players'* on Martin Luther 
King’s team. 

There i* much tr toe said f.r the principle 
of slate's rights Because of its ability to 
check and balance certain powers of the cen. 
trJ government, it has always been an im- 
port at cornerstone in America's brand of 
demicracv. But it needs better defenders than 
southern segregationists. By abusing the prin. 
cipal cf state's rights, by using it to oppress 
c-i entire population, thev are undermining 
what hould be a general principal acceptable 
to all Americans State's rights are fine until 
they became state’s wri ngs When that bap- 
oens. the state betravs its nehTto state's rights, 
r id theref re must be judged by its sister 
states This is now h-rpening to Alabama, 
end the judgement of America, of the Cong, 
rcss. a-d of the President, himself a southern- 
er. i* harsh indeed. 

There are manv. though who are unim. 
pressed hv arguments of moralitv. who are 
uninterested >n what is right and what is 
MT "® Olcav There are olentv of very 
practical ideas such peonle cu?ht to study. 

Most of these people direct their animosity 
toward the person of Martin Luther King 
Many of them w juld like to see Dr. King dead 
But what such hard-heads fail to appreciate 
is that the alternatives to Dr King's kind of 
leadership of the Negro revolution are far 
worse than what thev imagine his 1o be 
Recause the essence of Dr Kine’s movement 
i« non v alence He leads mass demonstrations 
that b'rck streets and generally irritate the 
v bite community, but the white community 
should not fail to appreciate the fact that his 



demonstrators are not armed, and that when 
confronted by police, their usual practice i* 
to kneel in prayer. 

There are elements In America today 
vying for the leadership Dr. King now pro. 
vide*, and non violence is not necessarily their 
c.Mcern. It isn’t generally known, but, aiftird. 
ing to fhe latest Issue of NEW RKPl'BIJ* Dr. 
K.-.ig had i very difficult time maintaining his 
position of leadership of the Selma demon, 
ttrators on the night before last Tuesday’s 
march. There were some amnig the demon, 
st rat rs who wanted to try to force their way 
past the li lc of troopers The consequences of 
uch a gesture are not difficult to imagine, 
considering what happened evesi when they 
did net try to force their way on that fateful 
Sunday afternoon two weeks ago, 

The point is. for those that need this kind 
of reason ng, the red neck white community 
must realize that the alternative to Martin 
Luther King's leadership is a Malcclm X, and 
that the alternative to non. violent marches and 
crav-r vigils is the brick.throwing and zip gun 
shooting we saw last summer in Harlem 

Bath sides must realize that the court* are 
the onlv nlace to resolve what is perhapl.Ahe 
mrst crucial American issue of our time.
